THE COAL SHORTAGE 


WE coal shortage if/real. 
It is not a scheme upon the 


part of anyone to advance prices, altho that is the ef- 
fert of it, says the Columbus Dispatch.

A\'"'f happens from this time forward, there will he less coal 


< 
• able this winter than will be needed. Jf \ve have a hun- 


i ' i 
1 jjfr conf production from this moment, there will still be 


a shortage when cold weather co: -PS, and if we have less than 
a hundred per font production there is certain to 'oe disaster. 


The lake ports from v,hich coal for thp Northwest is ship- 


ped, have obtained from ten per cent to twenty-five per ceni 
of the usual amount. Ir will be physically impossible to makj 
up the shortage from this time until lake transportation clos- 
PS. What the people of the Northwest are going to do for 
coal this winter, we do not know, and ihey do not know. 


The trouble is largely due to the railroad situation—to a 


Inr-k of equipment a>id to the manner in which "Coal cars have 
been used for other purposes. 
To give somo idoa o£ the lack 


of equipment, it can be staled that the normal output of coal 
cars prior to (he war, was about a hundred thousand a year. 
That took care of the destruction of oars and the increased 
demand for coal due to the natural growth of the country. 
But since the war started, there have been built in this country 
nil -fold only about a hundred and thirty-live thousand coal 
cars. 
AVp are therefore at If-ast four hundred thousand cars 


short. 


Further, the coal cars were formerly used only for coal 


They we're opera'cd? in zones. The r-ars in u<-c on the roads in 
this part of the country wen! no furih°r \\ 
t than Chicago 


and no further east than TJufl'uIo. They ->\<>iv therefore in use 
hauling coal all the time. 
Undor (he ruling ot the interstate 


commerce commission somn timo ago, conl cars were no long- 
er considered exclusively as such. They might be used for haul- 
ing anything a pnrson desired liaulod, and sent anjwhere the 
shipper desired to send 
them. 
It happened, therefore, that 


many of the cool cars oiigjially u^d only for hauling coal in 
(his region wore sent ns far away as (li<* Pacific coast, or to 
Texas, loaded with something else besides coal. It lakes about 
ton months for a car io g^t hark from (h^ const, once ii starts 
there, li takes from throe to five months for i< to get back 
from the Soul Invest. 


So while we have a shortage of coal cars of at lnast four 


hundred thousand for the whole country, ir is really more acute 
than the figures indicate, for Hm reason I hat the cars arc now 
scattered all over the nation, whereas formerly they were en- 
gaged exclusively in ihe coal trade-. 


Ai> lor Ihe building of cnrs, t\\o Ibing" arr> required—mon- 


ey and timo. The roads hnvo not been able lo seeurp money 
v\ilh which to buiid cars. 
The government now proposes to 


advance n hundred and twenty-five million dollars, to help the 
roads out, but, the government can not advance the tune that 
it requires lo ' i/ild (.nrs. The outlook is indeed serious. Not 
only will the p-'icc of coal be much higher than it ought io be; 
it is likely to be practically impossible to secure as much conl 
' as is needed at any price.
